VHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment held a public hearing on this petition on October 1,
1940, at which hearing Mrs. Nell Taylor Gaines and her representative, R. M. Key, together
with Mr. Fred Loser, prospective lessee for the premises, appeared and pled for this
change and filed a petition dated September 5, 1940, a copy of which 1s attached hereto,
containing the names of nine (9) property owners owning property adjacent to and in the
neighborhood of this property waiving any objections to the sale of beer and wine on
this property; and

WHEREAS, there alto appeared at thie hearing, Dr. Olay Nickols,S8r., owner of the
blocl immediately weet of the above property, and Mr. P. R. James, immediately north
and adjecent to this property, who protested this change; and

WHEREAS, a written protest was filed by Miss Datelle Lewright, her property being
at the north end of the block in which this property is eituated; and

WHERXAS, on August 2, 1940, a petition was filed with the Oity Olerk containing

| the names of nine (9} residents adjacent to and immediately in the vicinity of this
property, protesting this change, a copy of which is attached hereto; several of thoes

names also being on the appellant’s petition; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment carefully considerecd ull the argumente for and
againet this ohange and ia the 1ight of fundanental soning prinoiples; therefore

BR IT HOSOLVED BY THR BQARD OF ADJUSTMENTt
THAT this change is not recommended to the Oity Council for the following reasonst

That this application is for a single plece of property and a single ownership, which
would oconstitute a spot zona,

That 4t has not been shown that thers is any public demand, necessity, or convenience
for a Commercial "C-2" spot gone at this corner,

That the preponderance of the desires of adjacent and neighboring property owners
is against any change in the zoning of this property.

A ocommunication from the Austia Traneit Oompany, asking for a dlscontinuance of the North Loop
Bus route, was received, The matter was referred to the Aoting Oity Manager, with instructions to
requeat sald Company to keep such line in operation until the 19th instant, in order to determine
vhat objectiona, 17 any, the patrons have to ite discontinuance, and vhether or not sufflcient
patronagoe can be secured to Justify its operation,

A communication from Dr. Geo. ¥, Cox, State Health Officer, advising that the Qity's water supply
hae been given an excellent rating by the Btate Health Department, and that a permanent marker to this
effect will be placed on all highways leading inte the Oity, provided the City execute a certain agree
ment incloded, was received. Tho matter was roferred to the Acting City Manager, with instyuotione
to exscute such agresment and retu;'n to the State Health Department.

The Texas Public Service Company 4s hereby put upon notice that the Oity of Austin does not
guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other underground utilities, but is based
upon the beet records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Texas Fublic Service f
Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevatlons or working polnte from whioh . ‘
to base the looation of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Hngineering Departument not
less than three (3) daye before such information 4s required, The Toexas Public Bervice Company is
further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement ;

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WHEREAS, goneral confusion is avoided in publisc rooorde and addrosses and in delivery
sorvices in general by adopting one name for a thoroughfaro at the time said thoroughfare is des-
ignated; and

WHIREAS, 41t i desmed advisable by the Oity Qouncil at this time to adopt a name for the here-
inafter described boulevard, and the nume LAMAR BOULNVARD has been suggested as an appropriate name
and hae been roviewed and considered by the City Opuncil of the City of Austing thersfore,

BB I7 RESOLYED BY THE CITY OCOUNOIL OF THX OITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the name LAMAR BOULEVARD be, and the same is hereby, adopted for the boulevard traversing
the central west portion of the Oity of Austin, the alignment of whioh ic desoribed as followas

Thence in a general northerly direction following & route approximately one-half
block west of Shoal Orest Avenue and San Gabriel Street, croasing West 29th Street and
intersecting San Gabriel Street again in the vicinity of Weast 31st Street;
Thence following. San Gabriel Street and Morningeide Avenue to West h5th Street:
Thence following a reverse curve across the State property in a general northe-
eanterly direotion to intersect the Georsetown Road approxlma.tely one block south of
Capitol Court,
